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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. This application contains the following inventions or groups 
of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which 
the claims must be restricted. 

■ Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to an apparatus for manufacturing semiconductor device. 

■ Group II, claim(s) 6-14, drawn to a method for manufacturing a semiconductor apparatus. 

If a reference teaches every common element between the above groupings, the requirement of unity of invention 
will not be satisfied. Ballantine et al., US 6,488,778, teaches every common element between both groups: 

■ Cleaning a substrate via heat lamp using a first chamber (20) (4, 38-53; 5, 34-44); 

■ Moving said substrate to a second chamber (elements 40 and 50, collectively - Fig. 1) following the cleaning 
of the substrate (4, 66ff); 

■ Depositing a metal film (claim 21; 4, 27-37); 

■ Wherein the above steps are performed in a batch process without being exposed to outside atmosphere (7, 
1-4; 2, 32-36). 

There is no other common matter among the claim groupings that could be considered of special technical 
significance. In light of Ballantine, the carrjdng mechanism is not technically significant imder PCX Rule 13.2, Section 

2. As such, the claims do not satisfy the requirement of unity of invention. 

A telephone call was made to Yoon Ham on April 10, 2008, to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions listed in this action are 
independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a serious search and examination burden if 
restriction were not required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different classes/ subclasses or 
electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/ or 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an election of a invention to 
be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
